honey, like Egypt. ‘The Moors, who are mostly 
Anglophilists, would have gladly welcomed Jobo 
Buil'as their master, knowing the good he ‘has 
done in othor parts of the Dark Continent. 
France baa up to the present strictly ad-

A table showing percentages of pases in the 
various, subjects in cach class bnd alia the fins 
percentago of pasios for each ols will appear 
in tlie noxt issue of the Yellow Dragon. Ido 
not, scoordingly, propose to ileal hore with tho 
yarions subjectu taken. J wight’montion, how- 
ever, that the English composition, which I 
regard as one of tho most important subjects in 
our outricalum; and one to which we have de. 
voted ‘much stiention, i& distinotly improving: 
En many clasees surprisingly good papers ware 
submitted, showing not only originality in

good and correct English, Greater attention * 
hss boon paid’ to Chinese studies, und during 
the term five additional vernacular mastera 
have been appointed, in order to enable upper 
echool boys to continue their, Chinese’ studies, 
instead of discontinuing them; as heretofore, on 
entering the upper sehoo), Uppor school: boys 
were not examined in Chinese at the examina. 
tion-just held, as they have had only s very 
short time for proparation this tem. In the 
vernacular section in the lower school: 267 boys 
were examined, aud 200, or 75 per cent., passed. 
Of these 200, 34 were “distinguished,” and 26 
were clasred as excellent.

Another 
matter is the.deire which mony boys ovinco to 
obtain aitustion: long before they have com- 
pleted their college course, “This is a very 
grave mistake; you entor thus upon the battls 
of lifo without duly arming yourselves, I ra 
member. Dr, Wright speaking upon this 
subject ‘some years ago. Ho sketched, o9 an 
Hlustration, the career of Consl-General Leung 
Lan-fan, an old boy of this college. -When iy 
the second olass Leang Lanfan wos offered a 
post at the Hongkong Observatory. He was 
tempted to accept the offer, for he was not: in 
good olroumstances, but he deidod to stay on at 
the college. Ho passed the first class, became 
s pupil teacher, then ‘an: assistant master, 
then a teacher of English at Tientsin Uni- 
versity, and rosa finally to lio Conaul-General: 
for China in Australia. Had ho left the 
College when iu tho second class he would pos 
aibly bo atilk drawing a-small‘ salary as a clerk, 
Now I can yivo you onothor instance equally 
striking of the value of eduction, There was 
in Hongkong 13 years ago a Chinese gentloman 
who wos receiving a aslary of only 835 por 
month. Out of this he hadto support his old 
father, in- addition to himself und wife, bis 6 
children and his 3 danghters, He eent all his 
children to school, and kept them at school,, 
although his friends frequently urged bim not 
‘to do eo, but to sond them to work ‘as early, 
‘as possible. He replied, **1 will spend every 
cent I possibly oan upon tho education of my 
children. It is tha most profitable invost- 
mont I can make.’ If I love them with » 
good education, it is a legacy moro valu- 
able than gold.”
